Tfie flood, 
caused by an overfiow of Mill creek, 
following the bursting of the Glen- 
wood dam, swept through a section 
of the city a block in width and a 
mile long, killing at least twenty-flve 
persons' and causing property loss es- 
timated at $3,000,000. The entire po- 
lice and fire forces of the city worked 
throughout the night in. the ruins, re- 
covering the fourteen bodies from an 
area that included approximately one- 
half of the devastated district. The 
men worked under direction ol Mayor 
W. J. Stern, and the four members of 
the city council.

Germany Suggests Differences be Re- 


ferred to Arbitration.—United

Berlin, Aug. 4.—No reports are yet 
available regarding the cases of the 
American ship Leelanaw 
and 
the 
British steamers Iberian and Orduna 
sunk or attacked by German subma- 
rines and the latest explosion of a 
submersible during the 
capture of 
the American ship, Pass o£ Balhama. 
Reports on the Iberian and Leelanaw, 
in which the United States is chief- 
ly interested, probably will not be re- 
ceived from the submarine command- 
er for another ten days it is stated 
here. 


In the meantime the American em- 
bassy, on instructions from AVnshing- 
ton, has put in a request for the Lee- 
lauaw's papers and for an official re- 
port on the case. 


The German government believes 
this will be a parallel case to that of 
the American ship 'William P. Frye, 
sunk in the south Atlantic on Janu- 
ary 
28 by 
the 
German auxiliary 
cruiser, Prinz Eitel Priederich. 
In the Frye case the German gov- 
ernment has suggested in its latest 
note that the difference regarding the 
interpretations of the treaty of 1828 
be referred to 
arbitration and the 
suggestion, if accepted, it is believed, 
would settle the case of the Leelanaw 
as well. 


A second category

There was a plea for material aid 
for the war scarred little country of 
Belgium. A story told that was rile 
with the tales of suffering and want 
of the stricken people who have borne 
the brunt o£ the war that .is devastat- 
ing Europe. It was a plain statement 
of facts related by a Sister of Mary 
in a charming manner. It did not go 
into tho rights or wrongs o£ the con- 
test. It was an appeal for mi;rcy, for 
aid to alleviate 
the 
suffering, the 
want and tho destitution of the women 
of the nation ot sorrow. 
It was full of pathos and the audi- 
ence that filled tho Myers Theatre 
listened intently to the tale. 
Saw as 
it were, the beautiful country now a 
blackened ruin. 
Heard the cries of 
the children, the weeping of the wom- 
en left desolate and alone, as the 
sweet voiced Sister 
in 
her 
white 
starched costume, with the grey veil, 
told of the experiences all too fresh 
in her memory. It was 
a message 
from across the seas and this messen- 
ger was Sister Mary Ignatius of the 
Order of the Daughters of Mary. The 
ruins of her convent stand in the once 
beau!.iful and highly treasured Lou- 
vain, in Belgium. She is commissioned 
to tour the United States in the hopes 
of-securing enough funds to build a 
home for destitute Belgium women. 
Plans are to erect this structure as 
soon as possible to alleviate the con- 
dition of the women following the war. 
Her convent owns property just with- 
out Louvain, where, if her plans in 
America are successful, will be erect- 
ed the building for -the Belgium wom- 
en. 


"And now before proceeding fur- 
ther 1 wisb to explain to you my pres- 
ence on this platform," stated the 
Sister. .'It'may appear to', you strange 
somewhat unseemly even, that a Sis- 
ter should leave her convent and her 
adopted country to wander through 
the world land even to speak in pub- 
lic. A moment's reflection, however, 
jvill mnke you view the situation in 


i its true light. 
"I do not think that over here in the 
| United States with little more than 
newspaper accounts to enlighten you, 
you can at all realize the awful de- 


I vastation of Belgium and the 
suffer- 


teen hours' march and found beds on

Governor Philipp is giving the peo- 


ple the benefit of six months' hard 
work in the amendments which are 
ber.g introduced in the legislature 
cutting down the appropriations for 
the next two years. 
Since»the legis- 


lature was organized the finance com- 
mittee which has been dominating e.t 
times by anti-Philipp men has been 
working on the appropriation bills. As 
has been the custom in past years the 
finance committee has asked'heads of 
departments to appear with their de- 
mands. Someone in the finance com- 
mittee conceived the idea that if the 
demands were cut that would be a 
saving to the tax payers. 
Whether 


iy a pre-arranged plan or not heads of 
departments who were in the capital 
before Governor Philipp arrived have 
been so generous in their demands 
that a consderable cut could be made 
and still have an appropriation great- 
er than that of two years ago. 


Governor Philipp, however, believes 


that the way to save money for the 
tax payers is to save it. He long ago 
gave warning that he would insist u'p- 
on a reduction of taxes. To prepare 
himself to make that reduction with- 
out crippling any department he en- 
gaged the services of men trained to 
the work, at his own expense, and 
told them to find out what each de- 
partment had expended during the 
last two years. 


The difference 
between Governor 


Philipp and his opponents was that 
Governor Philipp was trying to carry 
out his platform pledges and reduce 
taxes while his opponents were try- 
ing to load up the appropriation bills, 
as they did those sent to Governor 
McGovern two years ago and also to 
save the jobs of some of the faithful. 


The first gun fired by the governor 


created consternation in the legisla- 
ture.

only supported an 


amendment introduced by

Whittei cutting down the' appropria- 
tion made by the finance committee 
for the Board of Control, something 
like $400.000, but when this cut was 
questioned he was supported by the 
president and secretary of the Board 
of Control.

penditures for the last two years, and 
not one of them cutting the depart- 
ments under that figure.

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DANGER AT CALAIS 


SHOWN TO ENGLAND 


Englishman Point* Out Grave Danaer 


of Invaiion of England if Germans 


Capture This Point. 
[BT ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


London, Aug. 4.—The war on the 
French front has now developed into 
a race between Lloyd George and the 
German General Staff for Calais, de- 
clares Lovat Fraser, a prominent Brit- 
ish writer, In a letter to the Mail, urg- 
ing that everything else should be 
temporarily laid aside in England lor 
the work of reinforcing the efforts of 
the new Minister of Munitions. 
"With the Germans and their mon- 
ster guns at 'Calais, we should lose 
control of the narrow seas," writes 
Mr. Fraser. "If we gel. enough shells 
and Runs in time Calais may be saved. 
"There is every reason to believ« 
that the Germans will soon strike an- 
other blow at Calais. It is no answer 
•to say that they tried and failed last 
November. The first battle of Ypres 
••was a hurried affair which developed 
on both sides without careful prepar- 
ation. The next time the Germans try 
to burst through they will throw into 
the attack every ounce, and they will 
.only move when they are able to ad- 
•vance with a strength which they 
think overwelming. 
"The enemy regards the seizure of 
•Calais as an essential prelude to the 
destruction of England. The question 
is far graver than the country thinks, 
and the attack will probably come this 
summer or autumn. 
, "Thin country still laughs at talk of 
invasion. 
Not many months ago it 
•was laughing at Zeppelins. 
Xo one 
laughs at Zeppelins now. Far strang- 
er and mo>-e unlikely things than the 
invasion of England have already nap- 
pend in this war. The German talk 
of invading England is more than a 
dream. 
They began to think about 
it very early in the war, and in their 
•usual practical manner began to pre- 
pare for it. They have ready today 
the transports, the. wharves, the rail- 
way sidings, and the stores. 
"If they make the attempt, it ought 
not to succeed, but there Is more than 
a chance that they might effect a 
landing. 
Tho problem does not ad- 
mit of detailed public discussion, but 
it ought to be regarded quite seriously 
and gravely. The best authorities now 
believe that the Germans will try to 
land." 
Mr. Fraser is not sanguine as to 
the situation in Russia or the Dar- 
danelles, but believes that Englaflfl 
must fight out the war right at her 
doorstep, in Northern France. 
"The Germans." he observes, "be- 
lieve they are winning the war, and if 
a stranger from another planet alight- 
ed among us and judged by surface 
indications alone, he would probably 
think so, too. Take the Western the- 
atre: the Allies are stuck fast: the 
French, who have done wonders on 
their own front, are waitng for the 
British. 
The British are waiting for 
more weapons and more shells, and 
as we have now reached midsummer, 
they will wait a long time. All through 
Europe, there is not a single big man 
visible, for this is a war of myriads 
directed by pygmies. 
"The country ousht also to know the 
real significance of the Russian re- 
treat in Galicia. There has been far 
too much talk about magnificent with- 
drawals and the unimportance of Lem- 
berg. The fact Is that though Rus- 
sia has fought bravely, she can do 
nothinq much more this summer ow- 
ing to the lack of munitions and other 
causes, and unless the coming winter 
is much harder than the last, her 
movements may be greatly restricted 
until next spring. 
'"flip Dardanelles is almost too pain- 


ful a subject to write about. We must 
stick to it now, but we only win our 
way there by inches and at grave 
risks, and to get through we may need 
diversions from other quarters which 
are not yet forthcoming."

France Undertaking Steps of Central- 


izing Government's Military 


Organization, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


_ Paris, Aug. •!.—The -passage of the 
ia\v framed by Deputy Jean Hennessy, 
empowering the French government 
to appoint two more Under Secreta- 
i-ic-s of State for War, in addition to 
tiU' one now charged With overseeing 
inr production of munitions, is still 
;ino!lUT siep along the line of cen- 
tralized development of the govern- 
ment's military organization. The new 
(.•r.der Secretaries will be under Mr. 
Millerand. the Minister of War, prn- 
cisoly as is Mr. Albert Thomas, the 
Under Secretary charged with the pro- 
duction of munitions. 
In France, in 
contrast to England, there is but one 
civil bead of everything pertaining 
to lann operations, and that head is 
the War Minister. 
The two posts just created include 
the sanitary service of the army on 
the one hand, and the feeding and 
clothing the fighting men of France 


• on the other. The administration of 
both has been the subject of some lit- 
tle parliamentary criticism of late; it 
has, therefore, been thought wise to 
give the parliamentary critics some 
definite personality to whom to art- 
dress their observations. 
Mr. \Tusiin Godart, himself a Deputy 
and one of the Vjce-Presidents of the 


• Chamber of Deputies, a Radical-Si, 
cialist who lias: made a specialty or 
legislation dealing with 
labor prob- 
lems, and esoerially those phases hav- 
ing to do with the hygiene of labor, has 
been appointed the Under Secretary 
of State for War with the control of 
the military sanitary service. His job 
is to be a sort of civil Colonel Gorgas 
in the French conduct of their great 
task. Mr. Godart is a lawyer and a 
young man. having been born in Lyons 
in 1811. He began his political career 
as Deputy for the Rhone in 1906. 
Speaking of his work, and particu- 
larly that part of it which will have 
to do with solving the problem of what 
is to become of those so badly wound- 
ed in the war as to be incapacitated 
for ordinary occupations, Mr. Godart 
said to an editor of Le Matin: 
"It is not enough to nurse and TO 
care for them; the social values which 
they have lost must also be regained 


• somehow. 
I am speaking more par- 
ticularly of those who have been per- 
manently mutilated by war. Those 
whose faculties and aptitudes have 
oeen diminished by the war must be 
followed up in their civil life when 


J they have returned to it. and re-edu- 
: cated for their new existence. 
This 


, -work is. of course, especially a work 
! for the future; but it is .better to be- 
: gin to think about it now." 
The man who is to be a sort of 


. civil quartermaster for the 
French 


; army is known as "Thierry of Alsace." 
He was born in Alsace, at Haguenau, 
, in 1857—when Alsace was still a part 
of France. After the seizing of Alsace 
•by Germany in 1871, Joseph Thierry 
moved to Marseilles, where he prac- 
: ticed law until elected to the Cham- 
1 ber of Deputies in 189S. From that 
time on. he has given the greater part 
of his life to politics. 
He is a dis- 
tinguished economist, and has been 
chairman of the tariff committee of 
the chamber of deputies as well as vice 
. chairman of the "budget committee. At 
one time, he gave a great deal of at- 
tention to the French merchant ma- 
rine, and was the author of a bill deal- 


; ing with that question.

A Lasting Window Polish. 


There is an art In washing windows, 


and if they ,are properly polished the 
operation need not be repeated for a 
long time. 
A really good polish will 


Burrivu several rainstorms and will 
only require the dust to be removed 
occasionally with a dry cloth. The in- 
side of, the windows should be washed 
with tepid water, without soap or pow- 
der of any kind, rubbed dry with cha- 
mois and polished with cheesecloth. A 
solution for cleaning the outside should 
be madp from one ounce of pulverized 
whiting, one ounce of grain alcohol, 
one of liquid ammonia and a pint of 
water. Spray the window with clear 
water to remove surface dirt, and ap- 
ply the solution with a soft cloth. Let 
this dry on. Afterward polish with 
cheesecloth or tissue paper. 
If the 


glass has been badly scratched a filling 
may be applied. This consists of an 
ounce of white wax dissolved in tur- 
pentine. It should be applied before 
the polishing.-^—Washington Star.

expressed 
threats to humiliate and down it. 
France openly boasted of. increasing 
its army to the -nceessarv size for this 
purpose, by making its soldiers serve 
longer in the ranks than heretofore. 
Russia declared to be in shape in 191. 
to crush Austria., and England contin- 
ued to build one war vessel after the 
other, 
Every child knew that all of 
this was intended fnr the purpose of 
putting Germany ou? of business and 
owing to its unhappy location as a cen- 
tral power, Kin-rounded by all of these 
hostile countries.

VALUE OF BARBED WIRE 


IN DEFENSIVE WORK 


RELATED BY AN OFFICER 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 


London, Aug. 4.—The War 
office,, 
as well as the Admiralty, is receiving 
and sifting proposals of new devices, 
covering the whole range of land war- 
fare, guns; explosives, shields, mova- 
ble armoied fortresses of attack and 
defense, together with plans for the 
great utilization of some of the de- 
feiises already known, such as barbed 
wire. 


This one item of barbed wire 
Is 
working almost a revolution in the 
accepted ideas of land warfare. 
One 


of the chief officers, after returning 
from the trenches in Flanders, said 
that at many points of the line he 
saw barbed wire laced into an almost 
solid weave a mile wide in front of 
the trenches. 


"Such a lace-work Is absolute pro- 
tection against sudden attack," said 
he, "and it can hold back a 
large 
force long enough 
to 
permit 
the 
trenches to make every preparation 
and bring up all needed reserves to 
overcome the onslaught. It may even 
do away entirely with frontier fort- 
jesses, as an Intricate network of 
wire will hold back a sudden incur- 
sion across a border more effectually 
than a massive fortress costing vast 
sums, and capable of easy destruction 
by the -monster siege of guns now in 
use. 
. As soon as the Germans began to 
£?e J?°!?,011 eases against the Alllies, 
Sir William Ramsay, one of Britain's 
foremost scientists, went to Flanders, 
made a study of the effects of 
the 
gases and returned 
with 
complete 
data, analysis of the chemical con- 
stituents 
and 
antidotes 
for the 
fumes. German devices for throwing 
liquid flre are considered hardly less 
deadly than the asphyxiating bombs 
Some receptacles for them are car- 
ried on men's backs like fire extin- 
guishers; others are small metal -cyl- 
inders carried in the hand. One ol 
the devices proposed' to the British 
government 
was 
an "X-ray,"" oper- 
oted electrically on the principle of 
wireless telegraphy, and capable of 
stunning a whole army wjth a vast 
electric shock.

Jupiter, the great planet, is gradu- 
ally Improving Its position in the sky 
and will bo a much better object later 
In (ho year. Nevertheless one can ob- 
serve him now as he rises about 9 
o'clock. The best time to view-him 
or any other colnstiul 
object Is, 
of 
course, when the object is 
on 
the 
meridian or near it; 
therefore, we 
shall potilpono our discussion of ,Tii- 
pltor till a later date. 
Uranus, the 


farthest nliinot. but. ono from the sun, 
Is in position for possible observation 
this month. His position can be seen 
by roffironeo tn the map, whore ho 


hardly an object for the naked 
eye 
and at best an object of not too great 
interest even with an opera glass or 
a teiescope. Yet one would like to 
be able to say that he has seen this 
plar.et, as it Is one of the 
two 
big 
planets of tho sun which were un- 
known to the ntarwise ancient world. 
The other planet, is Neptune, discov- 
ered through mathematical calcula- 
tions. 
„ . 
The Milky Way. 
Stretching 
from 
horizon 
in 
the 
north to horizon in the south through 
tlio highest parts of the sky is 
the 


conspicuous irregularly-shaped band o£ 
stars called tho Galaxy or Milky Way. 
It makes a complete circle on the 
celestial sphere, though of course we 
in this latitude do not see the same 
portions of It that those.in the south- 
ern hemisphere do. But the fact that 
It is a complete great circle is im- 
portant in trying to explain why there 
should be a gathering of stars 
so 
much denser here than in other parts 
of the heavens. The accepted theory 
In explanation oC this today is that 
the universe of stars and cosmic mat- 
ter occupies a space flattened like a 
disk—like a coin or a book or. perhaps 
some irregular shape. 
If the earth 
and the solar system are 
imagined 


somewhere near the middle of this 
configuration and we look out. from 
the inside we would have a. longer 
distance one way than another. Now 
if the stars are spread 
practically 
uniformly throughout space, we would 
see a great many more and a greater 
density of stars when looking In tho 
direction of the greater 
dimension. 
»o t«e astronomers believe that the 
Milky Way gives a clue to the shape 
of the stellar universe. 
The 
Galaxy 
affords 
a 
beautiful 
chance for tho 
ImnKination. 
You 
nave before you countless stars in all 
stages of development. 
Some 
are 
young and blueish white, some like 
the sun, others reddish and far 
ad- 
vanced in stellar age. Why is it not 
possible that somewhere along 
the 
myriad of stars and suns there 
is 
some system where conditions of de- 
velopment have been the same 
as 
those on tho earth, making possible 
the existence of a life similar to ours 
and from which beings may even now 
bo looking and speculating on that 
faraway star which is our sun' The 
mind can 
penetrate 
the 
distances 
which even the astronomer and his 
instruments leave untouched,
